REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF GALE LIBRARY - 1979 


1979 has been a testing and growing year for Gale Library. 
All of our statistics are "up" - more circulation of books and 
periodicals, more patrons, more programs and more use of the 
Library for many reasons. We are pleased and proud to see our 
Library changing and stretching to meet the needs of Newton. 


The Trustees would like to express our deep appreciation and 
gratitude to Marjorie Reynolds, our Librarian for six years. 
Marge's work brought Gale Library up to State Standards and beyond 
for the first time. Her knowledge of each patron's favorite 
reading gave a warmth and special quality to a library visit. 
Marge resigned as Librarian in July for health reasons, but we 
are fortunate that she is now able to work with us on a part-time 
basis. We count on her knowledge and skills. 


The Library was lucky this summer to have a fine staff to carry 
on the Library work. We are grateful, too, for the many hours 
donated by volunteers, which enabled the Library to keep its 
regular schedule. It is a fitting tribute to Marge, who trained 
all the staff, that the Library went on as well as it did during 
her illness. 


Our new Librarian, Nancy Marden, brings us enthusiasm, new 
ideas and many years of experience with youth groups. She is 
assisted by Betty Standing, Irene Nally, Susan Palmer, Marge 
Reynolds, Paula Callahan (our Page), and volunteer Susan Peterson. 
Each brings her own particular interests and skills to the 
Library. 


During 1980, we hope to continue the successful programs at the 
Library and try some new ones. We would welcome ideas for pro- 
jects or programs, or your suggestions for books, magazines or 
records to be purchased. 


The 1980 budget shows only two major increases: in salaries and 
books. The salary increase is due to the fact that we now have 
two people on duty all the hours the Library is open. We have 
grown to the extent that it is necessary to have two people to 
adequately serve patrons, plan programs and take care of the 
increased administrative tasks needed to run the Library effi- 
ciently. The increase in the book budget is simply an attempt to 
keep up with inflation and allow us to respond to the Library 
needs of the community. 


The Trustees plan to use some money which has accumulated from 
gifts and savings interest to carpet the upstairs meeting room 
and rent a copying machine for the use of Library patrons at a 
nominal fee. These items will show as expenditures in 1980, but 
we are not asking for an appropriation; we already have the 
necessary funds. 


The Trustees are grateful for the fine support of Gale Library 
in the past. We hope it will continue into 1980.

Transition and coping has certainly been the challenge of 1979 
for the Gale Library. The winter and early spring seemed to take 
on the usual plans and scheduling. Abruptly, these plans and 
schedules were rearranged with the sudden illness of our Librarian, 
Marjorie Reynolds. Seeking to serve the library community; the 
Trustees were faced with making a smooth transition until her 
return. As of August 1979, Marjorie officially resigned as 
Librarian. 


During the summer months we had approximately 135 hours of 
volunteer help from the Friends of the Library. We also had the 
assistance from the CETA program. Through the cooperation of all 
the staff we maintained a high standard of service. Irene Nally 
came on staff in the spring, and during the fall we added another 
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staffmember, Susan Palmer. Paula Callahan joined us in the fall 
as tudent age. 


I thank the loyal storytellers who conducted the summer story 
hours, also at Halloween and Christmastime. 


We have maintained staff education with Nancy Marden and 
Elizabeth Standing attending two Public Library Techniques 
courses during the Spring and Fall sessions at U. N. H. 


The expanded facilities with meeting room, kitchenette and 
Trustee's room have given incentive to conduct more community 
service programs, children's programs and avail these areas to 
other organizations for meetings and special events. We were 
"home" to the newly organized Lions Club for a few months, and 
"home" to the Newton Historical Society. The 4-H Club utilized 
our meeting room and performed for our Christmas program. The 
Friends of the Library has held book sales, auctions and craft 
programs. This summer they presented us a new 16MM film pro- 
jector. They have assisted at the children's afternoon film 
programs, which have become a regular monthly program; these are 
very well attended September through April. 


I have seen the adult usage of the library materials and facil- 
ities increase this year. To serve all, we have fiction, non- 
fiction, reference materials, magazines, pamphlets covering a 
wide spectrum of interest, records, puzzles, a pattern exchange 
and usage of the State Library materials. Additional space has 
afforded an area to spotlight current events, interests or 
sports media.

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REPORT OF NEWTON CONSERVATION COMMISSION - 1979 


The Newton Conservation Commission meets once a month on the 
third Thursday. It is the Commission's duty to oversee and 
manage the acreage of open space turned over to it's care by 
the vote of the Town Meeting. 


The properties are: 70 acres on Currierville Rd., 22 acres 
on Heath St. - jointly held with the Recreation Commission, 
12.3 acres on Hadley Rd., which is the town forest, and 7 acres 
on Wallace St. at the site of the Marshall House. The County 
Forester is now marking trees on the larger acreage for harvest- 
ing and thinning. The Commission plans that the wood will be 
made available to Newton people, at cost of harvesting, by a 
lottery system. 


The Commission also must make recommendations to the State 
Wetlands Board on any application we receive for a dredge and/or 
fill permit. No one in Newton may dump fill in standing water 
or excavate along shores of lakes or swamps without a permit 
from the State that says no environmental damage will result. 


The Commission also oversees the seven Scenic Roads in Newton 
to make sure no extensive cutting of large trees or destruction 
of stone walls occurs. These roads are Currierville Rd., Heath 
St., Maple Ave., Gale Village Rd., Gould Hill Rd., Bartlett St. 
and Thornell Rd. The Commission is also responsible for care and 
planting of Town triangles, sponsors Clean-up Day and a "Shade 
Tree” replacement program along the Town's roads.

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REPORT OF NEWMARKET REGIONAL HEALTH CENTER - 1979 


The Newmarket Regional Health Center has made great strides 
in 1979 towards improving services for the residents of Newton. 
The number of people utilizing the services offered by the Center 
continues to grow at a rapid rate. Over 20,000 rides were pro- 
vided by the Senior Citizen Transportation Service in 1979, an 
increase of 5,000 rides over the previous year. Following our 
move to a new and expanded facility, our utilization of medical 
services has increased 38% over the 1978 utilization level. In 
addition to the medical services provided by the Center, there 
has also been a significant increase in preventive and community 
health services. 


In November of 1978, the Center moved its base of operations 
from its crowded second floor location on Main Street to a newly- 
renovated building on 14 Elm Street. The building is ideal, being 
centrally located with ample parking space for patients and staff. 
All of the Center's services are located on the first floor, and 
are easily accessible to handicapped individuals through the use 
of a wheelchair ramp. The medical clinic has expanded to include 
four fully-equipped examination rooms (three adult and one pedia- 
tric), separate laboratory facilities, a counseling room, recep- 
tionist's station, and extra waiting room space. 


The Center's medical services are provided by Sarah Oxnard, 
M.D., Mr. Michael Lewis, a Registered Physician's Assistant, and 
Ann Morgan, a Nurse Practitioner. The medical team also includes 
a nurse and a Health Aide who performs the bulk of laboratory pro- 
cedures at the Center, both of whom assist the physician and 
physician's assistant. The Center's Community Health Workers work 
closely with the Medical Staff to ensure the appropriate continu- 
ity of care for its diverse patient population. In addition, they 
coordinate preventive screening clinics to detect potential health 
hazards, hold information workshops open to the public, and act as 
a liason between the medical provider and the patient. To make 
a medical appointment, call the Center at 659-3106 or toll-free 
at 1-800-582-7279. 


The Senior Citizen Transportation Service provides regularly 
scheduled bus service for the elderly of Newton and other area 
communities. Transportation to medical and dental care, social 
services, food and clothes shopping, and day-long excursions to 
social events are but a few of the many activities available to 
seniors.
